The  Church  Unity  Octave  will  be  celebrated  at  St.  Joe  from  January  18th, 
the  feast  of  St.  Peter’s  Chair  at  Rome,  to  January  25th,  the  Feast  of  the 
Conversion  of  St.  Paul.  This  is  an  octave,  eight  days,  of  solid  prayer  for  the 
return  of  the  whole  human  race  to  the  Unity  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

What  Unity  is  stronger  or  more  important  in  our  days,  when  all  else  in¬ 
cluding,  yes,  you  might  just  as  well  face  the  facts,  the  United  Nations  Or¬ 
ganization  itself,  have  all  but  failed. 

Originally,  this  octave  of  prayer  for  this  intention  was  begun  at  Graymoor 
New  York  in  1899.  It  was  then  that  Father  Paul  James  Francis,  a  clergy¬ 
man  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  founded  at  Graj^moor  a  community 
of  Anglican  friars  and  nuns  following  the  rule  of  St.  Francis. 

The  original  form  of  prayer  for  the  Octave  has  never  been  changed,  for 
this  Anglican  community  was  even  then  praying  for  the  reunion  of  all 
Christians  with  the  Holy  and  Apostolic  See  of  Saint  Peter. 

The  first  tangible  results  of  the  Unity  Octave  was  the  corporate  submis¬ 
sion  of  the  entire  community  of  Graymoor  to  the  see  of  Rome  in  1909.  By 
authority  of  Pius  N  it  has  been  since  known  as  the  Society  of  the  Atone¬ 
ment,  and  lives  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Third  Order  of  St.  Francis,  and 
has  for  its  principal  purpose  the  work  for  Christian  Unity.  The  same  Pope 
solemnly  blessed  the  Church  Unity  Octave  in  December  1909. 

A  special  form  of  prayer  will  be  made  available 
to  all  who  make  the  Octave.  These  prayers  will  be 
recited  each  evening  during  benediction. 

Each  day  of  the  Octave  the  prayers  are  said  for 
one  of  the  following  intentions.  From  these  you  ian 
see  the  magnificence  of  the  purpose  for  which  the 
Octave  was  instituted,  and  the  importance  of  every 
sincere  catholic  man  taking  an  active  part. 

Jan,  18.  The  return  of  all  the  “other  sheep”  to  the 
One  Fold  of  Peter,  the  One  Sheperd. 

Jan.  19.  The  return  of  all  Oriental  Separatists  to 
Communion  with  the  Apostolic  See. 

Jan.  20.  The  Submission  of  Anglicans  to  the  Au¬ 
thority  of  the  Vicar  of  Christ. 

Jan.  21.  That  the  Lutherans  and  all  other  Protes¬ 
tants  of  Continental  Europe  may  find  their  way 
“Back  to  Holy  Church.” 

Jan.  22.  That  Christians  in  America  mav  become 
one  in  communion  with  the  Chair  of  St.  Peter. 

Jan.23.  The  return  to  the  Sacraments  of  all  lapsed 
Catholics. 

Jan.  24.  The  Conversion  of  the  Jews. 

Jan.  25.  The  missionary  conquest  of  the  world  for 
Christ. 
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Catholic  Action  Universal 


Everyone  is  called  to  Catholic  Action.  Catholic  Action  must  now,  in  a  very 
special  and  personal  sense,  be  considered  a  part  of  every  Christian  life. 

The  call  is  universal  in  the  dual  sense  of  extending  to  all  places  and  in¬ 
stitutions,  and  incumbent  as  a  duty  upon  all  Christians. 

Concerning  this  Pope  Pius  has  said: 

1.  “Catholic  Action  has  no  limits  of  times  and  places;  we  can  say  of  it — 
Always  and  Everjnvhere.” 

2.  “Today  it  is  essential  that  all  should  be  apostles  that  is  why  the  lait}'' 

are  bound  to  answer  the  call  of  the  Church.” 

3.  “The  Apostles  of  Catholic  Action  obliges  priests  as  well  as  laity  though 

each  in  a  different  way.” 


How  to  Make  A  Convert 


If  you  want  your  head  knocked  off, 
go  to  Russia  and  try  to  live  a  vigorous 
Catholic  life.  Religion  hasn’t  a  chance 
under  the  soviet  regime.  Yet  one  day 
Russia  will  be  Catholic.  We  have  the 
solemn  word  of  our  Blessed  Mother  for 
that.  When  Our  Lady  appeared  to  the 
three  little  children  in  Fatima,  she  said: 
‘Tf  my  requests  are  heard  Russia  will 
be  converted  and  there  will  be  peace.” 
The  request  of  the  Mother  of  God  is 
that  we  pray  to  her  Immaculate  Heart. 

The  sword  has  never  made  a  convert, 
nor  has  argument,  no  matter  how  com¬ 
pelling.  Only  the  grace  of  God.  Argu¬ 
ment,  good  example,  good  literature — 
these  pave  the  way.  But  it’s  pray  that 
finally  moves  God  to  give  one  the  light 
of  Faith.  So  if  you  want  your  girl,  or 
your  father  or  mother  to  become  a  Ca¬ 
tholic  (and  you  should  want  it),  then 
you  must  do  more  than  hope  You  must 
pray. 

A  crusade  of  prayer  for  conversions 
starts  on  Saturday,  January  18  through¬ 
out  the  United  States.  Join  those  who 
are  making  the  Church  Unity  Octave, 
that  is  spending  eight  days  in  prayer 
for  those  outside  the  True  Faith.  From 
January  18  to  25  be  sure  you  perform 


some  act  of  devotion,  like  Mass  or  Com¬ 
munion,  and  the  rosary  for  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  someone. 

There  aren’t  more  conversions  be¬ 
cause  there  aren’t  enough  Catholics  on 
their  knees.
